Government Bxperts Discover That 
They Can Be Reclaimed in Large 
Part by Irrigation. 



The irrigation possibilities of the 
arid west, especially that- part of it 
included in the great interior basin, 
once called the great American desert, 
are daily becoming more apparent. 
Surveys for reservoir sites reveal the 
fact that there are many locations 
where water can be cheaply stored and 
used for power and irrigation. Other 
.«;urvey» show large tracts of good 
farming land favorably located for 
watering from these storage reser- 
voirs. 

A more detailed study is being made 
of the amount of water each water- 
shed will furnish, especially those on 
which there are good reservoir sites, 
and the losses of water from eaohv Un- 
der the direction of Mr. L. H. Taylor, 
resident hydrographex of the geologi- 
cal survey at Reno, Nev., 13 new stream 
gaging stations have been established 
in Nevada and eastern California. 
Three of these are on Walker river and 
branches, one on Carson river, 
six on Truckee river and tributaries 
and four on the Humboldt and its trib- 
utaries. The run-off data from these 
and the other eight gaging stations 
on these streams, when they cover a 
period sufficiently long to include the 
two extremes of run-off, will be of 
great value in determining the irriga- 
tion pK>s«ibilities- and designing the 
works on each. A dozen rain gnges are 
to be located at characteristic places 
in this section. These, with the 11 al- 
ready in use there, will, with the aid 
of the run-off data, render ascertain- 
able the ratio of precipitation to run- 
off, and thus enable engineers to com- 
pute, from rainfall records, the run- 
off from adjacent auxiliary water- 
sheds. Evaporation from the surface 
and fluctuations of the surface level 
of some of the larger lakes are tieing 
measured, and losses incident to stor- 
age of large bodies of water and losses 
fr<nn small bodies of running water are 
to be studied. During the last season 
Mr. Taj' lor has been assisted by Prof. 
E. C. Murphy, of Cornell university.

Tablet Unveiled in House at Bath 
Where Author Used to Stop. 



It Was Thcire That the CHIiaraoter ot 

Little Nell First Occurred to Dick- | 

ens — ocher Characters Had 

Their Birthplace There. j 

The anniversary of the birth of | 
Charles Dickens was made interesting 
At Bath, England, which is rich in as- 
sociation. with the novelist, by the oo- 
veiling of a tablet to his memory upon I 
35 St. James square, which i& the 
house in which the novelist used to 
stay. 

The house is additionally interesting 
to the lovers of Dickens bcca^use of the 
incontestable evidence in hie own. writ- 
ings that it was. here that the idea of 
the character of little Neil first oc- 
curred to him. When, moreover, it is 
known. .that it was at the celebration 
of one of his own birthdays that the 
pathetic little figure rose in his mind’s 
eye the double appropriateness of the 
proceedings is apparent. 

The tablet was unveiled by Mr. Percy 
Fitzgerald, president of the Dickens 
Fellowship, who also unveiled a mural 
decoration to Walter Savage Landor, 
who was Dickens’ greatest friend at 
Bath. 4 

In the evening there was a notable 
gathering of Dickens devotees at the 
assembly room' where the mayor pre- 
sided at a dinner. The menu card 
sparkled witb quotations from the 
famous novets, and the toast list Avas 
relieved by songs of the novelist’s com- 
position. Milk punch such as Mr. Pick- 
Avick so dearly loved was served among 
the viines. I'he dinner took place in 
the identical apartment, still called the 
card room, in which for the first time 
in his life Mr. Pickwick fell among fe- 
male cardsharpers. 

Charles Dickens undoubtedly found 
Bath worth visiting for the material it 
afforded him- It is devoutly believed 
locally that the very name of Pick- 
wick came from Bath. Everyone 
knows how Sam Weller was disgusted 
to find the name of Pickwick on the 
back of tho Bath coacli, and it im well 
established that there wa« a landlord 
of the White Hart, the coaching ter- 
minus of that name. ^ 

The story goes, too, that Moses Pick- 
Avick was adopted by a lady who found 
him an abandoned infant by fhe road- 
side at W’ick, a parish eight miles from 
Bath. She called him Moses because of 
the reaemhlance of his adventures to 
those of the j*atriarch, and Pickwick 
because he was picked up at Wick. 

Then it is a much-prized tradition 
that the name of Snodgrass belonged 
also to Bath, for there Avas an Alexan- 
der Snodgrass who kept the old Cale- 
donian inn, now defunct, in Trim 
street.^ Hard by one is shown the 
room AA’bere the famous “ ‘swarry,’ 
consisting of a boiled leg of mutton 
and the usual trimmings,” took place.

New Department of Commerce fml 
volves Vast Commercial Interestak. 



Seeretarr Cartel von "Will Hava 
Dlatinction of Dealing with 
Larseat AKKreantion of Baal* 
ae** In the W'orld. 

The new department of commerces 
will have the unique distinction of. deah-’ 
ing with' the largest commercial 
terest* of the world. In domestic ex- 
ports, in manufactures, in transpori** 
tioD^ and in internal commerco' 
United Btates is at the head of "till 
world’s list of great nations. Somelig 
ures just compiled by the treasury bn 
reau of statistics, Avhich by the 
law becomes, a part of the departmes^ 
of commerce, estimate the iwfemjJw 
commerce of the country at $20,0(UI^^ 
000,000, or equal to the entire inittraa^^ 
tional commerce of the world. 

In arriving at this estimate of $20^,- 
000,000,000 for the interna] commerce 
of the United States, the bureau esf 
statist ics includes only one transaction 
in each article produced, while, in fack^ 
a very large number of the artidcs 
produced ]>ass through the hands cdT 
several “middlemen” betAA’pen those oi 
the producer and those of tlie ccb- 
sumer. The estimate is based upon thn 
figures of the census. Avhicli put ths 
total value of manufactures in 1900 afc 
$1 3,000,000.000 f those of agriculture 
nearly $4,000,000,000. and those of mii»-- 
erals about $1,000,000,000. .Adding In 
these the product of the fisheries, the 
total value of the products of the greah 
industries in 1900 Avould be $18,000,000,- 
000, and the. rapid groAvth in all llne« 
of industry since 1900, especially is 
manufacturing, seems to justify the 
conclusion that even a single trans'a*- 
tion in all the products of the oountTjf 
would produce an aggregate for 1903 
cf fully $20,000,000,000. 

Estimating the internal commeree 
of the country at former census jeam 
by the same method, the bureau off 
statistics finds that the total internal 
commerce has grown from about $2,- 
000.000,000 in 1850 to $.3,500,000,000 iv 
1860, $6.2.50,000,000 in 1870, $7,7.50.000„- 
000 in 1880, and $12,000,000,000 in 1890. 
It will be seen from this that the ie- 
ternal commerce seems to haA-r »tt- 
creased 50 per cent, in the decade fron* 
1890 to 1900, and is ten times as larges 
in 1902 as in the year 18.50. 

During the same period, from 1S50 
'"to 1902. the population has increased 
from 23.000.000 to 79,000.000. and is: 
therefore only 3% times as great as im. 
1850, while the internal commerce ia 
ten times as grea't as at that tim'e- 
I This relative gain of internal coir»- 
merce over population is due, in part, 
to the greatly increased facilities feer 
transportation, the cheapening of cosrt 
of articles utilized, and the increased^ 
earnings and increased AveaJth. of th.«i 
people. The railroads have increased 
from 9,021 miles in 1850 to 201,839 mile* 
in 1902, and the estimated wealth of 
the country from $7,135,780,000 in TS5« 
to $94,300,000,000 iti 1900 — a per capits 
increase of from $308 in 1850 to $1,23S 
in 1900. This increase in Avealth has* 
been accompanied by an increase in. 
deposits in hanks, those in savin-gji 
hanks alone increasing from $43,431.13« 
in 1850 to $2,597,094,580 in 1901. 

YALE BIRTH RATE. 

Married Gradnate* front l.^OI fo 1873 
Averase Abnnt Two Chil- 
dren Each. 

Class records at Yale repeat in a gei>- 
eral Avay the inference of Presidenff 
Eliot, of Harvard, as to the low hirt^. 
rate from marriages, IlarAard grad- 
uates averaging about two to eacb 
marriage. 

Taking four typical cases at Yale» 
betAveen 1861 and 1872 inclusive, th®i 
latest records show 325 married grad-t 
uates who had 742 children. The deaths 
already knoAvn leave less than two 
children to a marriage, and offset the 
deaths of two parents. 

The contrast Avith the Yale gradual®! 
marriages in the early part of thelayfc 
century is striking. There are only- 
three summarized records in the firs"li 
third of the century, but these show- 
159 marriages and 636^ children, or al- 
most four children to a marriage. 

Out of returns from 19 members of. 
the class of 1810 — Avhich had a total 
membership of 54 — it appears that iT. 
had married and had 78 children. Thf» 
Is the first Yale class of which records 
are available. In the class of 1826, the 
largest ever graduated in an Americaa 
college prior to 1837, there were 325 
children, living and dead, returned aa 
offspring of 54 marriages40yearsafte» 

graduation. 

Each hundred of graduating mar^ 
riages in the earlier period produce* 
400 children, the same number of mar- 
riages at the last period produced only 
about 225 children. 

While returns are scant, they do noff 
indicate earlier and more prc’if<' r- 
riages of nongraduate member* of th® 
classes. Thus in the class of 1872. the 
largest graduating Y’ale class up to 
that time, the records of AA-hich are un- 
usually full and accurate. 40 marrie* 
nongraduates had 102 children AAhile 
100 married graduates had 2G1 children. 
This record, covering 30 Acars, Avae 
completed last year. 

The indications are also clear that a 
smaller proportion of living non^rad- 
uates than of graduates marr}'. going 
to confirm the idea that ability ton 
graduate implies ahilit}' to support at 
wife and family.

Although few women in recent years 
have been wearing earrings, the fash- 
ion still survives, and at functions at. 
select society pendants of brilliante 
are still frequently ^een. Of all tho 
ornaments used by human beings ear» 
rings are probably the oldest so far aa 
historical research has been able to 
determine.

FORT BLUNDER 



HttTT It Wa» That Uncle Sam Bnilt ' 
It on British Soil. ! 

Curious indeed is an American fort ; | 
which was built on British soil. How u 
many can guess what fort it is and ■ 
where located? The name is Fort i 
Montgomery, and the location is on an 
Island near the foot of Lake Champlain, j . 
about half a mile northeast of Rouse’s 
Point, N. Y. 

A short time ago, when traveling in 
that part of the country, I saw this fort 
and asked the name of it “Whj’, that 
is Fort Blunder,” said my informant. 
‘‘Did you never hear of it?”. I confessed 
Ignorance, and he explained matters. 

It seems that after the war of 1812 
the government of the United States i 
became convinced that the entrance to 
Lake Champlain should be guarded by 
a fort strong enough to engage any ' 
British fleet which might attempt to 
force an entrance to the lake, and so 
Fort Montgomery was constructed at 
a cost of nearly $500,000. It was an 
immense fortification for those days 
and was arranged for three tiers of 
^ns. 

Just about the time it was completed- 
the joint surveyors fixing the line be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
came along and, after doing a good bit 
of figuring, announced that Fort Mont- 
gomery w'as on Canadian soil. The 
northern boundary of New Y'ork state 
was the forty-fifth parallel, and this* 
fort was several hundred yards over 
the line. Work on the fort came to an 
immediate standstill, and the matter 
W'as made the subject of a special 
treaty. 

It was decided that in view of the 
fact that the United States had not in- 
tentionally encroached on Canadian soil 
the forty-fifth parallel should be bent a 
little out of its com’se at this point so 
as to include the fort. That is why 
the fort is called ‘‘Fort Blunder.” It 
was never •armed and has never been 
occupied by more than one or two men.
